Possible incendiarism was rep orted today 
following y esterday ’s ex p losiv e lorest lire near 
Willows th at brough t fiery death to 15 trap ­ 
p ed men.

Firebug Runs Wild 
In Fresno, National 
Guard Keeps Order 


FRESNO ( JP)—Armed troop s p a­ 
trolled th e downtown streets today 
as p olice combed th is Central Cali­ 
fornia city of 9 2.000 for a maniacal 
firebug wh ose torch p lunged th e 
community into a near p anic. 
Loiterers 
and casual p assersby 
were ordered out a 32-block down­ 
town area in th e wake of 12 fires 
wh ich broke out almost simultan­ 
eously in major buildings y esterday 
amid a rash of false alarms. 
May ar Gordon Dunn declared a 
state of emergency . And Gov . Earl 
Warren auth orized use of v olun­ 
teering National Guardsmen. Th e 
troop s stood guard th rough th e 
nigh t to p rev ent looting and furth er 
arson at h osp itals, sch ools and oth er 
p ublic buildings. 
More th an 20 firemen ov ercome 
by h eat or smoke were h osp italized, 
but fh ere were no oth er rep orted 
injuries. Damage was estimated up ­ 
wards of $800,000. 
To g na rd a g a inst lo ss o f life 
sho uld the a rso nist strike a g a in, 
thea ters, da nce ha lls a nd o ther 
a musement 
centers 
were 
shut 
do wn under the emerg ency pro ­ 
cla ma tio n. 
“Th ere is no doubt th ese fires 
were deliberately set,” May or Dunn 
declared. Most started in restrooms 
and closets. Police said sev eral false 
alarms were turned in at th e h eigh t 
of th e fire-figh ting ap p arently to 
draw equip ment away from th e 
miles to quell th e blazes. 
Wh en all Fresno fire units were 
in action and new outbreaks con­ 
tinued, th e may or broadcast! an 
ap p eal for h elp from neigh boring 
fire dep artments, v olunteers and 
civ il 
defense 
workers. Units re­ 
sp onded from as far away as 60 
miles to queel th e blazes. 
NATIONAL GUARD 
Th e National Guardsmen took 
ov er p atrol duty from p olice, wh o 
were released to join a giant m an­ 
h unt for th e p erp etrator of th e 
fiery terror. Th e FBI was consulted. 
Th e first fire broke out at 1:45 


p .m. in th e four-story Hugh es Ho­ 
tel, an h istoric 66-y ear-old building, 
as th e mercury neared th e day 's 
h igh of 101 degrees. More th an 9 0 
p ersons 
were 
ev acuated 
before 
flames left th e $500,000 building al­ 
most a total loss. 
With in minutes, flames bro ke out 
in th e Brix Ap artments, a new 
four-story building across th e street 
from Fresno’s city h all. As th e last 
of Fresno's av ailable fire units p ull­ 
ed up th ere, oth er alarms flowed in. 
Th en May or Dunn ap p ealed for 
h elp . 
Arriv ing units from up and down 
th e San Joaquin Valley were di­ 
v erted to six oth er 
h otels 
and 
anoth er 
ap artment 
h ouse. 
Most 
fires were quickly quelled, with da­ 
mage ranging from “minor” to “mo­ 
derate.” But th e top two floors of 
th e Brix Ap artments 
were 
de­ 
stroy ed and th e roof fell in.

A reduction of at. least 5 cents in 
th e 40 cent toll of Golden Gate 
bridge was p ut officially before th e 
bridge board y esterday with a re­ 
quest th at th e finance committee 
act on th e suggestion at “a fairly 
early date.” 


Director Jesse Colman of San 
Francisco, an economy adv ocate on 
th e bridge 
board 
and p rincip al 
sp eaker belore Gov ernor W arren in 
th e board’s figh t for v eto of a re­ 
quired 25 cent toll, called for con­ 
sideration of th e reduction. 


“Th e righ t way to reduce tolls is 
5 cents at a time,” h e told th e 
board, “th en watch results and, if 
Justified, reduce th em again.” He 
said h e believ ed all th e directors 
were in fav or of lower tolls if th e 
time is righ t. He asked th at th e 
finance committee study th e m atter. 
“I don’t want to rush th e commit­ 
tee,” h e declared, “but I do th ink 
th ey sh ould meet on it at a fairly 
early date.” Th e motion was second­ 
ed by Marin director Matt Grah am. 
Fina nce directo r Willia m D. Ha d- 


eler agreed to h av e th e m atter p ut 
on th e committee’s agenda after 
noting th at th e consideration would 
ch ange th e board’s p olicy . “We h av e 
been wrorking under a resolution,” 
h e said, “th at future toll reductions 
be p ostp oned until th e directors 
feel th e bridge is in a sound finan­ 
cial p osition.” 
A second toll suggestion came 
from director Dan London of San 
Francisco. Declaring h e was “not 
adv ocating it, just suggesting it 
migh t be considered,” h e p rop osed 
a 50-cent round trip ticket to re­ 
p lace th e p resent 20-trip accomoda­ 
tion ticket. 
He asked th at th e traffic engi­ 
neer and auditor study th e effects 
of such a ch ange. Th e m atter was 
referred to th e finance committee.

Meanwh ile on oth er labor dis­ 
putes in the county : 
1—James Duggan, business agent 
of Plumbers Local Union 38 in San 
Rafael, announced th at ap p rox i­ 
mately 40 p lumbers would be p ut to 
work Monday as a result of an 
agreement signed y esterday with 
th e Pip ing, Heating and Air Con­ 
ditioning 
Association, 
but 
th at 
about 25 p lumbers in 17 sh op s, af­ 
filiated with th e Master Plumbers 
Association would remain out on 
strike. 
2—Omar McNally , business agent 
of th e AFL Mach inists Union local 
9 5, rep orted th at negotiations are 
continuing with th e Marin county 
Motor Car Dealers association with 
tentativ e, but undisclosed, agree­ 
ment reach ed on wages and th e 
m atter of a welfare p lan, similar to 
th at in San Francisco, still in dis­ 
p ute. Marin wages for ap p rox imate­ 
ly 200 emp loy ees of motor car com­ 
p anies h av e alway s been equal to 
th ose in San Francisco, but Marin 
h as nev er h ad a welfare p lan. 
Duggan said th at th e Pip ing and 
Heating association h as agreed to 
th e p lumbers’ union demand for 15 
cents an h our welfare, v acation and 
p ension p lan. Th e 15 cents includes 
a two and a h alf cent increase to 
th e p resent sev en and a h alf cent 
welfare sum. 
Only firm affected by th e agree­ 
ment is an Oakland comp any wh ich 
is doing a large scale p lumbing job 
for a new subdiv ision. 
All oth er 
county p lumbing sh op s are members 
of th e Master Plumbers association. 
Last nigh t, a “desp eration meet­ 
ing” of th e AGC and th e Construc­ 
tion Laborers’ union ended with no 
rep ort of p rogress, according to 
United Press.

Robertson p aid glowing tribute 
to Rh ee at h is news conference.

Purge

MOSCOW (A*)—Western observers 
believe Soviet leaders plan to an­ 
nounce 
broad 
reforms 
affecting 
millions of citizens as an after- 
math of Lavrenty P. Beria’s ouster. 
Thft opinion was expressed as the 
Russian press today reported wide­ 
spread popular denunciation of the 
former deputy premier as an enemy 
of the people. . 
The reforms were expected to in­ 
clude important changes in the ad­ 
ministration of Soviet law and 
agricultural policies, 
as 
well as 
price cuts and moves to increase 
the Russian standard of living. 
An editorial in the Communist 
party newspaper Pravda gave sup­ 
port to the view that some changes 
were in the wind. It charged Beria 
had. used his power as first deputy 
premier and police chief to block 
“important and urgent” measures in 
agriculture and law refdrm. With 
his‘ removal it seemed logical that 
the government would go ahead with 
these measures. 
WARM APPROVAL 
Pravda also claimed the entire 
Soviet people warmly approved the 
actlbns of the party and the gov­ 
ernment against Beria, fired from 
the party and government as fin 
- 


“agent of international imperial­ 
ism.” 
Millions and millions of Soviet 
people “wrathfully condemn the 
criminal actions of the inveterate 
enemy of the people and the party , 
Beria, and call for intensification of 
revolutionary vigilance,” the news­ 
paper declared. 
Western sources here expressed 
the view that Beria’s ouster did 
not indicate any policy reversals 
by Premier Malenkov’s government, 
but rather a strengthening of those 
policies. 
SCAPEGOAT 
As police chief, Beria had the 
job of keeping the satellite states 
in line and presumably will be made 
the scapegoat for the unrest that 
has been sweeping the peoples of 
those nations. 
Although Beria was officially ac­ 
cused of attempting to “undermine 
the Soviet state in the interest of 
foreign capital,” Pravda said little 
on this theme. 
Calling for a strengthening of 
“leadership in all links of the party 
and state apparatus,” the editorial 
repeated most of the original de­ 
nunciation of Beria and added long 
quotations from various speakers 
at workers’ rallies'throughout the 
nation.

$75,000 building which may be the : 
recreation center for Ro$S*V$&ey ’s 
fastest growing town. 
The building has long been the 
dream of the town’s Lions Club 
which 
was 
organized

months ago and immediately start­ 
ed to draft its plans. 
Actual construction of the com­ 
munity center will be carried out 
by members cf the Corte Madera 
Lions club and Corte Madera Wom­ 
en’s Improvement club.

The 
total was enough to start club mem­ 
bers oh the first leg of the con­ 
struction. 
They ex pected their building fund 
to grow in the near future with the 
salo of a home site in nearby Ma­ 
dera Gardens. The lot was donated 
by the United Housing corporation. 
Nex t, a healthy increase may be 
forthcoming in proceeds from a 
giant carnival to be held July 22 . 
through July 26 on property near I 
Littleman’s supermarket. The five 
day event will feature a ferrls i 
wheel, music, concessions, rides and 
many other events. 
Current plans call for the ex terior 
of the one-story recreation building 
and beveled roof to be completed 
before the start of the rainy season. 
When completed the community 
center will contain 7,500 square feet 
and will house the public library , a 
stage for amateur theatricals, a 
d nee hall with more than 2,500 
square feet of space, a lounge, sev­ 
eral committee rooms and a kitchen.

Two More Dogs Die Of 
Strych n in e Poison in g 


. Two play ful mongrel dogs scamp­ 
ering together near a creek in La- 
gunitas became the third and fourth 
dogs to die of stry chnine poisoning 
in Lagunitas in the past 9 0 day s. 
The brought the total of poisoned 
dogs in Marin to 23 for the 9 0-day 
period, humane society officials said. 
The two little dogs had come to 
the creek-side property of the John 
Trodden family in Lagunitas, to 
play , and some time later were seen 
dead together by Wm. Leahy , Mrs. 
Trodden’s father. Within an hour 
after the dogs’ death, the Troddens’ 


stry chnine which killed the dogs 
was administered deliberately or 
whether it was set out to kill ro­ 
dents. In any case, he noted, there 


is a possibility that more of the 
poison may be in the area, and 
children should be kept from play ­ 
ing there. The poison could be hid­ 
den any where in the dense under­ 
brush on the Troddens’ 2 acres, in 
the creek-bed, or nearby . 


According to Mrs. Trodden, there 
d^Shepr^am e"sick and'dev elo p- *|av e been no co mplalnts abo ut her 
dog, although neighbors’ animals 
have been criticised. Shep is re­ 
covering now from his attack, which 
cannot be specifically determined 
due to poison. The five Trodden 
children have been nursing him, 
and now are sure he will survive.

ATHENS, Greece (JP) —To fu lfill 
its NATO co mmitments, Greece 
has lo aded a jet defense sy stem o n 
an eco no my which can su ppo rt it 
o nly with American aid. 
Despite the po v erty o f its agri­ 
cu ltu re and the skimpiness o f its 
indu strial reso u rces, dreece has 
preceeded with a military pro gram 
that brings u nstinted praise fro m 
American o fficers. 
. 
It has an army o f 10 div isio ns irf 
a go o d state o f traning and with 
acceptable equ ipment. These are 
div isio ns with a fro nt-line strik­ 
ing fo rce o f abo u t 10,000 men each. 
In additio n, the Air Fo rce has 150 
jet planes and eno u gh pilo ts to 
man them. It has sev en small air- 
bases and nine au x iliary fields, 
so me o f them o n the 
island 
o f 
Crete. 
American aid, which has su p­ 
po rted this, is being rapidly cu r­ 
tailed, to the dismay o f the Greeks. 
It was 280 millio n do llars three 
y ears ago , 180 millio n two y ears 
ago , 80 millio n the 
past 
fiscal 
y ear. 


NEW FOREIGN aid pro gram 
o u tlined in mid-Ju ne called fo r 
o nly 20 millio n fo r Greece. 
This hit right at the time Prime 
Minister Alex ander Papago s was 
pu tting into fo rce a new eco no mic 
pro gram. 
Aside fro m “military assistance,” 
Greece is getting o ther ty pes o f

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — The 
state has a v eritable bu ll by the 
tail in the rev o lt o f the lo gging 
tru ck indu stry against the weight 
limitatio ns impo sed by the Cali­ 
fo rnia legislatu re no t o nly against 
lo gging tru cks, .bu t o n o ther car­ 
riers as well. 
The tru ckers 
apparently 
will 
no t get v ery far in their effo rts 
to v io late the law. The clo gging o f 
the highway s in Hu mbo ldt co u n­ 
ty has incensed the' state and 
drawn hard wo rds fro m Go v erno r 
Earl Warren. He say s he has no 
intentio n o f letting the indu stry 
get away with o v erlo ading. 


THE LOGGING 
tru ck o pera­ 
to rs co ntend that the weight lim­ 
itatio n laws are discriminato ry . 
They were at the 19 53 sessio n o f 
the Califo rnia legislatu re, where 
they failed In sev eral attempts to 
o btain the right to 
hau l 
o v er­ 
weight lo ads. Ex cept in o ne in­ 
stance, the legislatu re gav e the 
indu stry the co ld sho u lder. 
This o ne instance was in the 
case o f single lo gs, which had to 
be a certain length fo r milling. The 
legislatu re gav e permissio n fo r the 
tru ckers to carry these particu lar 
lo gs o n an o v er-weight basis. In 
all o ther attempts to circu mv ent 
the limitatio ns, the tru ckers were 
u nsu ccessfu l. 


WHAT THE TRUCKERS ho pe 
to acco mplish by the o bv io u sly en­ 
gineered “sit-do wn,” that is, the 
abando nment o f the tru cks with 
lo cked cabs o n the highway , is 
no t clear. The state has mo re re­ 
so u rces than any 
o ne 
indu stry 
within it. As E. Ray mo nd Cato , 
chief o f the Califo rnia Highway 
Patro l say s, “we can last lo nger 
than they can.” 
The entire o peratio n smacks o f 
rev o lu tio n. Its so lu tio n will be in­ 
teresting to watch to determine 
what o ne gro u p o f peo ple can do 
in the ev ent it is no t satisfied with 
the laws as written by the legis­ 
latu re. 


NO ONE CAN say the weight 
limitatio n was left in 
the 
law 
witho u t 
du e 
deliberatio n. 
The 
tru ckers had hearings befo re co m­ 
mittees, and the 
pro po sals 
to 
lift the limitatio n were argu ed at 
length by the legislatu re. 
Legally , it is believ ed, the lo g­ 
ging tru ckers are 
witho u t 
re­ 
co u rse against the state when the 
highway patro l mo v es In and en­ 
fo rces the law. The indu stry has 
been inv ited by the highway pa­ 
tro l to take the m atter to co u rt 
o n an inju nctio n pro ceeding if 
it is no t satisfied. 
Ho wev er, the tru ckers so far 
hav en’t go ne to co u rt o n this ba­ 
sis and the o nly su its pending are 
tho se left o v er fro m last y ear, in 
which a large nu mber o f tru ckers 
were cited fo r o v erlo ading. 


MORALLY, 
HOWEVER, 
t h e 
tru ckers might feel that they co u ld 
fo rce a special sessio n o f the leg­ 
islatu re fo r fu rther co nsideratio n 
o f the pro blem. This is reaso nably 
u nlikely , in v iew o f the go v erno r’s 
attitu de and in v iew o f the fact 
primarily that the 
m atter 
re­ 
ceiv ed a tho ro u gh airing du ring 
the ju st-clo sed 19 53 sessio n. 
At least, the tru ckers hav e been 
su ccessfu l in calling-the attentio n 
o f the state to their predicament, 
whether any o ne sy mpathizes with 
them o r no t.

o f lo gging tru cks, all lo aded, o n 
o ne o f the state’s main highway s 
makes fo r lo ts o f 
pu blicity and

those pipes. His real problem is 
water hammer, caused by the lack 
of an air cushion in the pipe line. 
If he sent 20 cents to Washington 
for a copy of the Housing iFnance 
Agency's Technical 
Bulletin 
No. 
15, he'd find a scientific study of 
“ Noise in Domestic 
W ater S y s ­ 
tems.” 
This study shows that when a 
valve is suddenly closed 
“ water 
flowing at a rate of only 5 feet per 
second” 
builds 
up 
a 
maximum 
pressure “ of 275 pounds per square 
inch.” This is what causes water 
hammer. The bulletin calls this 
noise 
“ a 
destructi\e 
nuisance 
which can cause water pipes to 
vibrate; loosen pipe supports; over­ 
stress piping, fittings and joints 
causing 
leaks 
or 
actual 
rup­ 
tures . . . ” 
Shock absorbers or silencers can 
be installed to overcome this prob­ 
lem. Since these are commercial 
devices, a convenient way to find 
out about them is to write to the 
Architects Samples Corp., 101 Park 
Ave., New York 17, N. Y .

M ake it over, but don’t be cute about it. 
That's the advice of Henry Lionel and Ottalie K . W illiam s*in their 
book “ New Rooms for O ld” (Harper and Brothers). 
Almost at once they endear themselves to the reader with this 
practical viewpoint. Most of us have seen—as they point out in the 
book — “ the transformation of 
weird and ugly furniture into usa- 
.rtW 
ble pieces of taste and various de­ 
grees of attractiveness.” Bu t they 
caution us against carrying tne 
adaption too far. 


Sure it is fine to use one or two 
brilliant make-over ideas in your 
house. B u t copper wash boilers or 
fish kettles used 
as 
magazine 
racks are still wash boilers and 
fish kettles, and look it. A towel 
rack with newspapers draped over 
it in place of towels is still “ no fit 
companion piece for an arm chair,” 
according to the authors. 


They also do not relish the fad 
of turning old riding boots, coffee 
grinders and churns 
into 
lamp 
bases, cradles into 
planters 
or 
cobbler’s benches into coffee ta ­ 
bles. 
B u t 
they 
do 
believe 
that 
m any old time things can be made 
into new and usable items, provid­ 
ing good judgment is used. 


They abhor the freakish, cheap 
or blatant touch in home furnish­ 
ings 
such 
as 
giant 
initials 
on 
towels or linen, fish or mermaids 
on bathroom walls and names on 
kitchen counter chair backs. 
B u t they do stress and offer 
m any ideas on make-do and make­ 
over in the home w ithin the realm 
of good taste. Beds, they suggest 
are among the easiest pieces of 
furniture to remodel and salvage. 
You can either take a bed with 
no headboard and paint a panel 
on the wall for a decorative touch. 
O r you can build a shelf arrange­ 
ment to straddle the head of the 
bed. incorporating 
book 
shelves, 
radio and reading light. 


O LD V IC T O R IA N B E D S can be 
rejuvenated by switching the foot­ 
board to take the place of the 
over-sized headboard 
which 
is 
lopi>ed off. 


Cast iron beds can be trans­ 
formed by sawing out everything 
between the two head posts and 
inserting a new head board of 
decorative wood, and finish witli 
paint. 


The authors also point out that 
in recent years m any old sofas 
have sacrificed their backs to be­ 


come headboards for beds. These 
are well worth the effort, giving 
the advantage of having a hand­ 
some 
and 
distinctive 
bed at a 
fraction of the normal cost. Here's 
how: 


Locate an old Victorian or Louis 
X V or other sofa with a good back 
at auctions or junk shops. In order 
to get it at a good price, chances 
are the sofa seat will be in bad 
condition. But don’t worry about 
that. A ll you want is the back, 
so you should get it cheap. 


A L L Y O U DO then Is get a 
pair of stub legs attached to the 
bottom of the sofa-back to lift it 
to the required height. If you use 
a spring mattress with casters you 
may have to attach a frame of 
boards into which the spring w ill 
fit and get support. If you plan 
to insert a headless-type bed into 
that 
sofa-back 
niche, 
attach 
a 
wooden bracket to the legs of the 
sofa back. Then it should be able 
to stand up without any support 
Push your bed (w ith legs or cas­ 
ters) into the slot. The bed should 
slide over this bracket, helping to 
hold the back firm. 


In some instances the molded 
board or apron that runs along the 
front edge of the sofa seat may be 
attached with screws to the bot­ 
tom of the back frame to raise it 
up (as illustrated). Stub legs are 
then attached to lift it to the 
required height.

Husband-W ife Cartoonist Team 
Work And Live In M ill Valley

“ I t ’s the hash-over” that starts 
the cartoons rolling from the hus­ 
band-wife 
cartoonist team Ger- 
hardt H urt of M ill Valley. 
That's the idea and Jeanne Ger- 
hardt 
H urt 
and 
husband 
Ja c k 
“ talk it over w ith the best we both 
can give it.” 
The process is a little like the 
“ sowing of the seed,” they say. 
Jack, 33, does the conference work 
with clients and advertising agency 
art directors while Jeanne, 33, doe* 
the actual art work. 
“ I have a garbage can mind with 
a one-way lid,” says the husband 
modestly, ” all sorts of junk flits in. 
I'm the ninth drawer of the filing 
cabinet—so 
I get a lot of 
the 
ideas.” 
O n the other hand, he added 
proudly, ‘ Jean n e’s talent and tech­ 
nique at board work is a gigantic 
thing. She is the finest artist I've 
ever known.” 
W hen he found that it was a 
problem for him to keep up at 
board work, Ja c k decided it "was 
a foolish thing to stick to that, so 
I got to rolling down town on 
clients.” 
Nevertheless their collaboration 
is such that "when Jeanne leans 
back from the drawing board, I 
lean forward,” said Ja c k and the 
personality and ideas of each com ­ 
plement the other. 
D O N ’T TH E Y G E T B O R E D with 
each other? 
The answer is obviously not from 
the looks they exchange at the 
question. 
B u t Ja ck grins and comments, 
“ God knows it's surprising! W e do 
work separately sometimes though. 
Jeanne has her den and studio 
downstairs while I work upstairs. 
I t ’s necessary to living and work­ 
ing together.” 
Not only do they live and work 
together, 
but 
they have 
known 
each other since they were young­ 
sters in Oak Park, 111. In high 
school, both worked on school pub­ 
lications with Ja c k acting as cir­ 


culation manager of the newspaper 
and Jeanne as art director of the 
magazine. They add that a better 
known alumnus is Ernest Hem ing­ 
way of literary fame. 


Although they went out together 
in those days, they didn’t get m ar­ 
ried until several college and art 
school and war years later in 1946. 


M eanwhile Jeanne who had been 
painting since she was a youngster, 
but had never thought of art as a 
career, finally "fell into it.” "A fter 
I had gone to art school, the Fred ­ 
erick Mizen Academy of A rt in 
Chicago, lor a year or two, it 
seemed that art was something I 
did best and I liked it more than 
any other work.” 


She became apprenticed to an 
artist who had an illustrative car­ 
toon studio and later took over his 
work; doing accounts for a milk 
company, cereal firm and 
baby 
food labels. She also illustrated a 
book 
called 
"The 
Three 
Fuzzy 
Bears.” 


During this time, Ja ck who had 
vague ideas about being an arti.st, 
a Pan-Am erican pilot and an ar- 
cheologist, settled for a major in 
graphic arts at Stanford U n iver­ 
sity. Before he knew it, he was up 
to his neck in work on the campus 
magazine "Chaparral,” first as a 
cartoonist, 
then 
art 
editor 
and 
finally managing editor. 


The war interrupted any further 
art work and he went into the air 
force as a lieutenant and came out 
— after 
two 
years 
in 
England, 
France and Germ any, a major. 


After the war, Ja c k ’s first selling 
job was selling the West coast to 
his old friend Jeanne. Following 
their marriage, they came hete 
where Ja c k went to an art center 
in Los Angeles for some refresner 
work while Jeanne took 
a few 
night school courses. 


TH E N E X T M O V E was to Palo 
Alto and for a year and a half, 
"there was a miserably quiet tele­ 
phone; Jeanne had plenty of tune 


to make up samples and I pound­ 
ed pavements,” Ja ck recalled. 
As they were beginning to get 
work, they moved into San F ra n ­ 
cisco and got their first real break 
doing "an attention catching ser­ 
ies” for Dick Gum p's remodeled 
store. Later, they did the delight­ 
ful illustrations for his book "Good 
Taste Costs No More.” 
O ther accounts for cartoons for 
wine, utility companies, railroad 
companies 
and 
foods 
followed. 
They illustrated articles for the 
Rotarian magazine and an income 
tax piece; did a mural for the So ­ 
ciety of Artists and Art Directors 
in San Francisco and a cartoon 
place map for the Lake Merced 
G olf and Country club; tried some 
wallpaper art work and experi­ 
mented with textile art. 
In the course of all this activity, 
they moved to M arin in 1950, ac­ 
quired a Germ an shepherd named 
Klee for artist Paul and a beagle 
named Whitsel. 
Jeanne won me 
Theta 
Sigma 
Phi, the national women’s jour­ 
nalistic fraternity, award as one 
of the six leading women of the 
year, 1952, in bay area arts and 
professions. The 
studio 
won 
an 
award 
of 
excellence 
and 
the 
Hearst medal in 
San 
Francisco 
exhibitions of advertising art. 


TO K E E P I RO M getting in a 
rut, they bought a Gordon 8 by 12 
platen press, "a real old timer,” 
over a year ago, and decided to 
use it "as an extra arm ” for their 
work. After they master control 
of it, they intend to produce a 
series of cards or folders in which 
visual ideas are used to express 
literary 
comment. Some 
of 
the 
m aterial will be directed to maga­ 
zine and publishing house editors 
to show the type of work they do. 
In their spare time, Jeanne does 
oil painting, experimenting around 
with color to "try to get the feel­ 
ing of what color will do in oil 
paintings” and Ja ck likes to do 
"more architectural or mechanical 
type of illustration.”
